‘to avoid the great Heats. The 2d his Royal Highnefs 
march’d at.4 in the Morning with the Cavalry, and 
-joyn'd the Foot at Termens on the Segro near Bala- 
‘guer. The 3d his Royal Highnefs fent to view the 
“Places where Water might be had; and at Night the 
‘Foot march’d and encamp’d at Mongay on the Sio, 
where the Horfe arriv’d the qth. It was found thac 
the River was dry, except. fome hollow places where 
‘Water was left. The Army continu’d there the sth, 
‘and im the’ttéan time the Duke of Orleans rook a View 
of this Camp of Agramunt, where the Count d’ E- 
fing who was advanc’d thither before with Part of 
the Horfe inform’d him he had Advice that the Son of 
the Marquis das Minas had been order’d to poffefs him- 
(elf of this Camp with 2500 Horfe and 6 Cannon, and 
that Couut Staremberg was to joyn him with the reft 
‘of the Troops. His Royal Highnefs return’d to Mon- 
gay, afterhaving order’d the Count d’ Eftaing to caufe 
‘Dams to be made in the River Sio, 6 ftop the little 
Quantity of Water that ran in it. The 6th at Day 
break the Count d’ Eftaing fent Word, that by finking 
Pits on the Edge of the River a fufficient Quantity of 
Water’ might be had for the Men and Horfes: Which 
determin'd his Royal HighnefS to come with the reft 
‘of the Troops to this Camp, where "tis probable we 
fhall continue till the End of this Month.

From the Dike of Savoy’s Camp at Meane, Auguft 14. 
The 7th‘of this Month General Rhebinder receiv’d Or- 
der to decamp from Ja Vachette with his Troops, to 
advance towards Sezane, to ruine the Works in the 
Col d’Echelles, and’ make the Roads unpaffable. The 
8th our Army decamip’d from Bardonanche and arriv’d 
at Oulx: General St. Remi remain’d in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Ba:donanche and of the Col de la Roue, 
with Battalions. The 9th that General fent Ad- 
Vice, that the Enemy on his Approach had abandon’d 
two Redoubts which they had made in the Co] de Fe- 
nefrelles ; after having fet fire to one, and blown up 
the other: Whereupon Order was fent him to joyn 
the Army at Oulx. At the fame Time 5 other Bat- 
tallions were detach’d under the Command of Lieu- 
tenant General Regal, to march to the Siege of Exil- 
les. “That General fent Word afterwards, that the 
Cannon was arriv’d from Suza, and that he fhould im- 
mediately caufe Batteries to fire to make a Breach. We 
had Advice that the Marfhal de Villars arriv’d the 8th 
at Night at_ Briangon: Whereupon General Schulem- 
bourg was detach’d to Exiiles, to cover the Siege on 
the Side towards Mount Cenis; and 1000 Foot were 
fent by General Rhebinder, under the Marquis d’An- 
#mo, to reduce to the Obedience of the Duke of Sa- 
voy the Inhabitants of the Valley of St. Martin, who 
had put themfelves under the Prote&tion of the French. 
¢ 1th General Rhebinder march’d with his Detach- 
ment towards Roulliers and Chanlas, to cover the Val- 
ley of Pragelas, and cut. off the Enemy’s Cemmunica- 
toa with Feneftrelles; while Major General Panne- 
had Pruftian, pofted himfelf near Sezane with his 6 
attallions. 
The 11th his Royal Highnefs accompanied by fome 
enerals, went view the Potts which Ge- 
neral Rhebinder had poffefs'd.

The Marfhal Berwick 
is encamp'd between the Scheld and the Scarpe, near 
Mortagne, where his Army is augmented daily: My 
Lord Marlborough is incamp’d at Helchin, where he 
has 6 Bridges over the Schelde. The Soldiers of his 
Army and of Prince Eugene’s defert continually ; and 
the Pioneers they ‘had Summon'd together, retire in 
Companies.
